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INCOME 


From  United  States  Grants 

The  income  under  the  original  land  grant  act  of  1862  establishing  aid  for  state  insti- 
tutions giving  instruction  in  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  is  now  received  from  an 
appropriation  under  the  general  revenue  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  obligation  having 
been  assumed  by  the  State  in  1897.  The  amount  of  the  fund  at  the  present  time  is 
$649,013.20,  on  which  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  is  received  semi- 
annually. 

Income  from  other  United  States  grants  is  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  various 
acts  enumerated  in  the  schedule  of  income  on  page  9. 

Fkom  State  Appropkiations 

Appropriations  to  the  University  for  the  biennium  1915-17  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,000 
were  made  from  the  income  of  the  one  mill  tax  levied  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  passed  in  1911.  For  a  statement  of  the  actual  income  under  this  levy, 
seo  pages  50  and  51. 

From  Student  Fees 

The  amounts  shown  as  received  from  student  fees  are  the  net  amounts  after  all  re- 
funds have  been  deducted.  A  statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  various  classes  of  fees 
assessed  in  the  various  departments  of  the  University  may  be  found  in  the  Annual  Begister. 
All  student  fees  are  payable  in  full  at  time  of  registration. 

From  Departmental  Sales 

Income  under  this  head  includes  all  manner  of  sales  of  produce,  of  returns  for  service 
of  various  kinds,  and  of  sale  of  worn  out  or  scrapped  material.  In  the  ease  of  the  Agri- 
cultural College,  the  gross  sales  of  each  division  are  indicated  whether  or  not  those  sales 
were  made  to  other  departments  of  the  University  or  to  parties  outside  the  University,  all 
such  sales  being  .sales  of  stock  or  produce.  It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  the  figures  here 
given  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  gross  production  of  any  division  of  the  Agricultural 
College  inasmuch  as  any  material  consumed  by  the  division  producing  it  would  not  here 
be  recorded.

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EXPENDITURES 


All  expenditures  of  the  University  are  made  on  properly  approved  vouchers  charge- 
able against  existing  balances  in  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Ex- 
penditures are  classified  in  two  ways:  first,  departmental  classification;  second,  service 
and  commodity  classification.  The  following  schedules  contain  an  analysis  of  all  expendi- 
tures of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year  1916-17  under  these  two  classifications  and, 
in  addition,  a  statement  of  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year  1915-16. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  University  to  pay  immediately  any  bill  that  becomes  due.  As 
a  result,  the  item  accounts  payable  is  a  negligible  item  and  cash  disbursements  of  the 
institution  represent  its  current  expenditures. 

Figures  given  in  this  section  are  exclusive  of  all  revolving  funds  and  trust  funds, 
statements  of  which  will  be  found  on  pages  44  and  45,  and  40  to  43,  respectively. 

In  further  explanation  of  the  service  and  commodity  classification  included  in  these 
schedules,  the  following  outline  is  given: 


OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

Salaries  and  Wages 

All  compensation  for  personal  service,  whether  for  instruction  and  research,  including 
salaries  of  instructors  and  technical  assistants  and  stipendia  of  fellows  and  scholars,  for 
administrative  and  clerical  service,  for  lectures  and  recitals,  or  for  labor,  is  included  under 
the  head  of  ' '  Salaries  and  Wages. ' ' 

Office  Espen.se 

The  classification  of  "Office  Expense"  contains  expenditures  for  stamps,  postal  cards, 
telephone  exchange  service  and  tolls,  telegraph  and  messenger  service,  stationery,  ink, 
pencils,  drafting  and  drawing  materials,  record  books  and  binders  for  office  use,  rubber 
stamps,  and  typewriter  supplies. 

Printing  and  Publications 

The  sub-division  "Printing  and  Publications"  covers  the  printing  of  office  forms, 
letterheads,  notes,  blanks,  etc.,  and  the  publishing  of  bulletins,  circulars,  and  reprints, 
and  the  engraving  of  cuts  for  such  publications. 

Tba\'eling  Expense 

"Traveling  Expense"  iiududes  all  such  expenses  paid  by  the  University  whether 
for  University  employees  or  other  persons,  also  board,  livery,  etc.,  of  employees  temporarily 
in  the  field. 
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OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

Supplies 

Supplies  for  class  work  or  research,  such  as  chemicals,  glassware,  light  apparatus  of 
temporary  nature,  animals  for  dissection,  etc.,  and  general  supplies,  including  sundry 
materials  which  cannot  be  otherwise  classified,  as  seeds,  fertilizers,  pots,  labels,  farm 
materials  not  classified,  lumber  and  light  hardware  when  not  chargeable  to  buUdings, 
equipment,  or  maintenance,  oils,  gasoline,  janitor  supplies,  nursery  and  greenhouse  ma- 
terials for  experimental  work,  blueprinting  and  photographic  supplies,  etc.,  are  designated 
simply  as  ' '  Supplies. ' ' 

Repairs 

The  classification  "Repairs"  covers  both  labor  and  material  charges  for  repairs  and 
upkeep  of  buildings  and  grounds,  equipment,  and  land  improvements. 

Miscellaneous 

"Miscellaneous"  embraces  expenditures  for  freight,  express,  drayage,  and  general 
expense  items  not  otherwise  classified,  such  as  dues  in  organizations,  horseshoeing,  laundry, 
registering  animals,  etc. 

CAPITAL 
Land,  Buildings,  and  Improvements 

The  classification  "Land,  Buildings,  and  Improvements"  includes  the  cost  of  new 
buildings;  additions  to  buildings;  the  purchase  of  land;  and  the  improvements  made 
thereon,  such  as  pavements,  walks,  grading,  fencing,  tiling,  irrigation,  sewers,  wells  with 
their  windmills,  pumps,  curbs,  etc.,  nursery  stock  for  permanent  ornamentation,  and  farm 
buildings,  also  tunnels,  conduits,  lighting  systems,  and  switch  tracks. 

Furniture  and  Apparatus 

Expenditure  for  ' '  Furniture  and  Apparatus ' '  involves  the  cost  of  laboratory  appara- 
tus, including  machinery  in  engineering  laboratories,  lantern  slides,  musical  instruments 
in  studios,  charts,  maps,  cameras,  stereoptieons,  laboratory  trucks,  etc. ;  of  furniture,  in- 
cluding desks,  tables,  chairs,  stools,  filing  cases,  window  shades,  awnings,  movable  black- 
boards, pianos,  pictures  except  when  classed  as  museum  material,  portable  desk  lamps, 
linoleum,  lockers,  etc.;  of  office  equipment,  including  tjTsewriters,  adding  and  computing 
machines,  telephones  and  arms,  electric  fans,  dictaphones,  dictagraphs,  addressographs, 
duplicators  and  mimeographs;  of  machinery  and  tools,  both  for  the  physical  plant  and 
the  farms;  and  of  live  stock,  including  farm  animals  of  all  kinds  but  not  small  animals 
for  laboratory  dissection  which  are  classed  under  supplies  for  instruction. 

Books  and  Specimens 

' '  Books  and  Specimens ' '  denote  expenditures  for  books,  bound  periodicals,  pamphlets, 
circulars  kept  permanently,  subscriptions  to  periodicals  when  retained  for  permanent 
library,  and  binding ;    and  for  illustrative  material  such  as  skeletons,  models,  pictures,  etc.

Id  the  spring  of  1S97,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uuiversity  of  Illinois  entered  into 
an  arrangement  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Chicago,  whereby  the  medical 
school  conducted  by  the  latter  became  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois.  This  affiliation 
be-ran  October  1,  1897,  and  continued  until  August  31,  1910.  From  October  1,  1901,  until 
Au<^ust  31,  1910,  the  dental  school  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  was  also  aihliated 
with  the  University  of  Illinois.  From  September  1,  1910,  until  Juno  30,  1912,  the  schools 
were  operated  by  the  University  under  a  lease  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
From  July  1,  1912,  until  January  31,  1913,  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  was 
operated  independently  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  ,     „       ,         ,       ^ 

On  January  31,  1913,  a  committee  of  the  alumni  of  the  medical  school  offered  to  donate 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  complete  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  and  to  deed  to  it  the 
entire  property  of  the  college,  both  real  and  personal,  subject  to  outstanding  indebtedness, 
a  statement  of  which  is  given  below.  On  February  13,  1913,  the  Board  of  Trustees  accepted 
this  oiler  and  the  property  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  became  the  property 
of  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  which  the  medical  school  of  the  University  was  immediately
